INTRODUCTION 

The “Battle of the Bands” originated in 1956 at Laguna County 
Park in the East Los Angeles area, The initial local program 
was developed through cooperative planning on the part of the 
park staff and the council of teenage clubs, meeting at the park. 

The value of this activity was of such magnitude the department 
decided to conduct a similar program on a county-wide basis, 
expanding on the basic idea. 

The purpose of "Battle of the Bands” is two-fold: To provide 
a stimulus for teenagers to develop their cultural and recrea¬ 
tional interest in music; and to offer qualified individuals and 
musical groups the challenge of worthwhile competition as well 
as an opportunity to display their talents. 

The contest is open to amateur musical groups and vocalists 
between the ages of 13 and 20 years. There are five divisions 
of entry: 

Dance Band - School Dance Band - Combo - Vocal Soloist - 
Vocal Group 

The contest consists of three parts: Auditions in February, pre¬ 
liminary contests in March and April, and the Grand Finals in 
the Hollywood Bowl in June.

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JOHNNY GREEN / GUEST CONDUCTOR 

Johnny Green has been eleven times nominated for the Academy 
Award and has won the coveted Oscar five times. He was elect¬ 
ed to Life membership in the Academy, an honor given to very 
few, other than past presidents. His contribution to the movie 
industry as Musical Director, composer and/or conductor is 
most impressive, with EASTER PARADE, FIESTA, BATHING 
BEAUTY, SUMMER STOCK, THE TOAST OF NEW ORLEANS, 
AN AMERICAN IN PARIS, ROYAL WEDDING, RHAPSODY, THE 
GREAT CARUSO, BRIGADOON, HIGH SOCIETY, MEET ME IN 
LAS VEGAS, RAINTREE COUNTY, and PEPE. 

Mr. Green’s contributions to the recording industry are equally 
impressive. Among his best known songs are, COQUETTE, I’M 
YOURS, OUT OF NOWHERE, YOU’RE MINE YOU, I COVER 
THE WATERFRONT, I WANNA BE LOVED, THE SONG OF 
RAINTREE COUNTY, and BODY & SOUL. 

He has served in the capacity of: Guest conductor at the Holly¬ 
wood Bowl for thirteen years; Music Director & conductor for 
the Los Angeles Philharmonic “Promenade Concerts”; Conduc¬ 
tor and commentator of the Symphonies for Youth of the Los 
Angeles Philharmonic Orchestra; Chairman of the Music Branch 
of the Academy of Motion Picture Arts & Sciences; Member of 
the Board of Governors of the Academy; Musical Director and 
conductor of the Academy Awards Ceremonies; Producer and 
director of the entire Academy Show; General Musical Director 
and Executive of Music for MGM Studios; Composer, arranger 
and conductor for Paramount Studios; and Producer of Television 
Specials for Desilu. 









BILL WELSH / MASTER OF CEREMONIES 

Bill Welsh, KTTV’s director of special events and one of tele¬ 
vision’s foremost announcers, began his career in radio as a 
sports announcer in Denver in 1935, where he was voted the 
‘‘outstanding sportscaster of 1937” by a national trade publica¬ 
tion. He became an announcer for ice hockey telecasts in Los 
Angeles, December of 1946, which was the beginning of his 
television career and expanded his program to include all the 
major sports including football, basketball, baseball, boxing, 
golf, and wrestling, actually developing many of the now-ac¬ 
cepted television techniques. Two great milestones in his career 
include the first Rose Bowl telecast with USC meeting Michigan 
on January 1, 1948 and his 27’^ hours of continuous telecasting 
of the futile efforts to rescue little Kathy Fiscus after she was 
trapped in a San Marino Well. Since 1949, Welsh has also been 
active in motion pictures with parts in more than twenty pro¬ 
ductions at several of the major studios. 

Welsh, the on-the-spot reporter, has been under exclusive con¬ 
tract to KTTV since April 1, 1951. His heavy schedule of spe¬ 
cial telecasts included the Hollywood Stars' home games for 
the 1957 season, the annual International Beauty Congress from 
Long Beach, Channel Eleven’s ‘‘Star Shopper” program from 
1953 to 1958, which was one of the focal points of the Station’s 
unique “Smash Plan,” a major merchandising program for food 
and beverage advertisers, and KTTV’s Monday through Friday 
program, “The Sound-Off Club,” which gave housewives a 
chance to air their domestic problems. 









ELMER BERNSTEIN / JUDGE 

Elmer Bernstein was recently re-elected president of the Young 
Musician’s Foundation. 

Mr. Bernstein’s movie credits include: “The Ten Command¬ 
ments,’’ “The Man With The Golden Arm," “Sudden Fear,” 
“Buccaneer," “Anna Lucasta,” “Men in War,” “Kings Go 
Forth," "Sweet Smell of Success," “Desire Under the Elms," 
“God's Little Acre,” “Some Came Running,” “The Rat Race," 
“From the Terrace," “By Love Possessed," “Young Doctors," 
and “Summer & Smoke” which provided him with his third Acad¬ 
emy Award nomination this year. 

At the present time his “Walk On the Wild Side" for Corio Rec¬ 
ords is one of the top selling albums in the country. 

Currently he is in the process of composing-conducting the 
musical score for three new pictures “Birdman of Alcatraz" for 
( United Artist) starring Burt Lancaster; “To Kill a Mocking¬ 
bird" (Universal); and “A Girl Named Tamiko (Paramount). 

In the role of Guest Conductor for the 1961 “Battle of the Bands" 
program, Mr. Bernstein presented his famous “Man With the Gol¬ 
den Arm." 

CBS will be using the services of Mr. Bernstein for a new series 
of music for young people. 





NEAL HEFTI / JUDGE 

Composer-conductor Neal Hefti is currently musical director for 
Frank Sinatra’s Reprise Records. Advance reports on their first 
joint effort, an album entitled “Thin and Hefti” to be released 
in July, indicate that it surpasses all previous recordings by 
both Sinatra and Hefti. Sinatra is so impressed with the collabo¬ 
ration that he has commissioned Hefti to compose the score for 
his next film, “Come Blow Your Horn." 

Long respected as the leader of his own band, Hefti was also 
conductor for CBS.TV's “Arthur Godfrey and His Friends” and 
and “The Kate Smith Show” and musical director of ABC-TV in 
New York until he moved his family to California a year ago. 



“Neal Hefti Originals” have been responsible for the success 
and re-emergence of many top bands, namely Count Basie, Woody 
Herman and Harry James. His “Li’l Darlin'," “Sunday Morn¬ 
ing” and “Good Earth” are just a few of the more than 200 of 
his recorded compositions which have made him one of the 
highest rated composers in ASCAP. His “Coral Reef,” the first 
recording he made with his own orchestra, won him a gold record 
(for sales of one million or more). He has since earned three 
more. 

Among the many other artists who have recorded “Neal Hefti 
Originals" are Steve Allen, Calvin Jackson, Charlie Ventura, 
Mel Torme, the Modernaires, Bobby Darin, Dinah Washington, 
Georgie Auld, Barney Kessel, Ella Fitzgerald, and Pete Rugolo. 











SHELLY MANNE / JUDGE 

Although Shelly Manne’s father and two uncles were drummers, 
his first instrument was the alto sax. He studied drums with 
Billy Gladstone, and at eighteen took his first professional 
job on a ship playing between New York and Le Havre. 

Before World War II, Shelly played with many bands -- Bob Astor, 
Raymond Scott, Will Bradley, Les Brown. Then, after three and 
a half years in the Coast Guard, Shelly joined Stan Kenton's 
orchestra. He also worked with Charlie Ventura and Woody Her¬ 
man in the post-war years. 

In 1951, Shelly left Kenton to settle in California, played with 
Howard Rumsey’s Lighthouse All-Stars in Hermosa Beach, and 



with the Shorty Rogers - Shelly Manne Giants. In the fall of 
1955, Shelly organized his own still active group, Shelly Manne 
& His Men, generally considered to be one of the foremost mod¬ 
ern jazz combos. They have appeared in Europe and throughout 
the United States in jazz clubs, festivals and concerts. 

Shelly opened his own jazz club, “The Manne-Hole”, in Novem¬ 
ber, 1960. Located in the heart of Hollywood, it has become 
one of the leading clubs in the country, attracting audiences 
from many countries, as well as all parts of the United States. 

Since 1952, Shelly has been an exclusive recording star for Con¬ 
temporary Records, and has recently released a two-volume set 
of selections recorded “live” in actual performance in The 
Manne-Hole. 










LEONARD FEATHER / JUDGE 

Author Leonard Feather's books on jazz are greatly acclaimed. 
“The Encyclopedia of Jazz”, in particular has been dubbed the 
Bible of the entire jazz world. Mr. Feather is the most inter¬ 
nationally celebrated of the contemporary jazz critics. He be¬ 
came prominent through contributions to Metronome and Down- 
beat Magazines. As a concert producer and promoter, he or¬ 
ganized the only jazz concerts ever to be presented at New 
York’s Metropolitan Opera House and the memorable Esquire 
and Playboy jazz concerts. As a talent scout, Feather, dis¬ 
covered George Shearing and arranged Sarah Vaughn's and Dinah 
Washington's record Debuts. A musician and composer in his 
own right, he has recorded with his all-star orchestra on MGM. 

He is currently a regular writer for SHOW. He is now heard daily 
on KNOB at 4 p.m. 

Last month when he attended Benny Goodman's premiere in 
Moscow, he became the first jazz critic to report at first hand 
on the U.S.S.R. Jazz scene. 


LES BAXTER / JUDGE 

Les Baxter began playing the piano at the age of five. As a teen¬ 
ager, he studied first at the Detroit Conservatory of Music and 
later at Pepperdine College, Los Angeles. His Background in¬ 
cludes working as a pianist with school dance bands and sing¬ 
ing with the Mel-Tones, a vocal group organized by Mel Torme. 

His arranging and conducting career landed him the position as 
conductor of the orchestra and chorus for the Bob Hope radio 
show, the Ronald Colman “Halls of Ivy” show and the Abbott 
and Costello radio shows. 

Les achieved nationwide recognition with his own album re¬ 
leases of “Music Out of the Moon." This album became the 
industry leader in the field of exotic music. Other award -- 
winning Baxter albums are “Voice of the Xtabay with Yma 
Sumac,” “La Femme,” “Caribbean Moonlight,” “Kaleidoscope," 
“Skins,” “Ports of Pleasure," “Selections from South Pacific," 
and “Tamboo." 























ROBERT MAC DONALD / PRODUCTION BAND 

Robert MacDonald, director of the production band, began his illustrious 
career with young musicians as director of what was probably the first 
jazz training program at the college level. 

In 1946, he was engaged to direct the vocational music program at Los 
Angeles City College. The fame of this program as a training ground 
for the aspiring professional musicians spread rapidly. By 1953, there 
were enough college jazz bands in existence to prompt Metronome 
Magazine and Capitol Records to co-sponsor a national contest. Judges 
Stan Kenton, Ray Anthony and others placed MacDonald's City College 
Band on top and awarded them a recording contract at Capitol. 

Transferring to Los Angeles Valley College in 1957, Mr. MacDonald 
promptly developed a similar program which has gained national recog¬ 
nition. The Valley College Band was selected, as winner of a contest 
for college bands, to appear at the Monterey Jazz Festival in 1960. The 
group took first place in the large band section and drew rave notices 
from nationally recognized critics. 

This is Mr. MacDonald's second year as director of the production 
band for the "Battle of the Bands".
